Auto Club Opposes 
More Gasoline Taxes 

The Louisville Automobile Club 
has joined other automobile clubs 
throughout Kentucky, represent- 
ing a membership of some 40,000 
motorists, in opposing any in- 
crease in thc State gasoline tax. 

"Kentucky automobile owners 
are already paying a 6 l 6 cent tax 
on each gallon of gasoline they 
buy, 5 cents to the State and 
l'/4 cents to the Federal govern- 
ment," said Eugene Stuart, sec- 
retary-manager. 'That i. higher 
now than the gasoline tax in the 
bordering states of Missouri, Illi- 
nois, Indiana and Ohio, and is 
above the national average. 

"Now it is reported that Ken- 
tucky motorists are being threat- 
ened with a 40 per cent increase 
in the State gasoline tax. That 
would mean a 7-cent State tax, 
plus lV4-cent Federal— a total of 
8H cent* tax on every gallon of 
gasoline they buy! That is a 
higher rate of tax than is Imposed 
even on luxuries, but gasoline 
is no luxury. 

"Motorists are already paying 
more than their fair share of 
taxes. To demand that they pay 
still more is unwarranted, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that 
Kentucky is collecting millions of 
dollars more thon ever before 
motor vehicle levies at pres- 
ent rates. Last year, for example, 
gasoline and other special auto- 
motive taxes produced total reve- 
nues of $31,686,743.10, an increase 
of $5,528,801.83 over 1946," Stuart

More than 75 per cent of farm 
dwellings in Kentucky and the 
South are in excellent condition 
or need only such minor repairs 
as painting or general mainte- 
nance, the report revealed. Only 
81.1 per cent were in good re- 
ppir in 1940. The report was 
based on Bureau of the Census 
surveys. 

"The rise in farm incomes and 
property values since 1940 has 
been accompanied by a great in- 
crease in the number of rural 
homes equipped with such mod- 
ern convenience, as electric 
lights, tiled baths and showers 
and running water," said F. B. 
Ortman. chairman of the Coun- 
residential construction com- 
mittee. 

Electricity, for instance, has 
gonp into hundreds of thousands 
ot the nation's rural dwellings 
since 1940, Ortman noted. More 
than 59 per cent of all farm 
hemes now have electric lights, 
in contrast to 31.3 per cent in 
1940. 

More than 32 per cent of rural 
dwelling, in the United States 
today have running water, and 
20.1 per cent have private baths, 
according to the Tile Council re- 
port. Tn 1940, 17.7 per cent had 
running water and only 10.8 per 
cent private baths.

More than one hundred 
annual, paid-up subscriptions had 
been received within the past four 
weeks, and they were still coming
